Homicidal  tendencies  in  th«  United 

."states  are  <  vidi  iilly  lostiiij;  tlir  in- 
surance companies  handsome  sums 
of  money.  The  matter  ii|  dealt  with 
in  The  Statiaticali  Bulletin  of  the 
Ifetropolitan  Life  Insurance  Com- 
srhich  calls  attention  to  there  being 
J,000  homicidal  attempts  in  the 
United  States  annually,  or  seventeen 
times  the  number  which  would  have 
occurred  if  the  percentage  which  oc- 
curs in  Kngland  and  Wales  had  pre- 
vailed in  the  States.  In  \922  alone 
:ne  homicides  which  were  committed 
in  ("hiraRo  exceeded  the  number 
which  occurred  in  all  ICngland  and 
Wales  in  that  year.  It  is  further 
tilled  that  the  toll  nf  homicides  per 
lOU.UUO  of  the  population  in  the 
United  States  ia  nearly  six  times  that 

exisiin-  III  Canada.  Jleasons  hinted 
at  tu  account  for*  this  are  "inability 
to  apprehend,  indict  and  try  assail- 
ants, and  to  malce  prompt  and  def- 
inite disposition  of  homicidal  cases. 

In  1923  the  Metropolitan  Life  In 
surance  Company  paid  out  in  claims 
for  this  class  of  death  alone  the  sum 
of  1724,000.    There  were  446  homi- 
cidal cases  which  occnrrtd  apiong 

the  policyholders  during  the  last  six 
months  of  the  year.  Some  informa- 
tion was  aaacmbled  abotit  146  of  tlicse 
coming  under  the  category  of  man- 
slaughter or  murder.  It  was  ascer- 
Uined  that  S3  of  these  fell  into  the 
class  of  "justifiable  killing,"  that  is, 
death  was  inflicted  in  self  defence  in 
seiren  cases  and  by  an  officer  of  the 
law  in  the  line  of  duty  in  25  cases. 
There  were  definite  indictments  in  f0 
cases.  The  remaining  45  cases  did 
not  lead  to  indictments.  In  one-third 
of  them  the  assailants  are  still  at 
large,  in  22  the  assailants  committed 
suicide,  and  ia  alfhc  th«  avidea«a  waa 

insufficient  fn  warrant  indictment. 
Then  The  Statistical  Bulletin  goes  00 
to  point  out  that  of  th«  69  wIm  were 

indicte<|  flrveii  rs(-a[)ed  trial  and  six- 
teen were  discharged  aa  not  guilty. 
Of  the  41  Mtad  to  U  wiMtf  J»  are 
serving  time,  with  an  appeal  pendiaf 
in  the  six  other  cases.  In  summariz- 
(»t  the  •results  it  is  noted  that  of  the 
146  homicidal  cases  under  review,  of 
which  114  were  manslaughter  .1 
murder  eases,  36  are  lerring  time  m 
the  penii.  iittary,  one  is  on  parole, 
one  was,  fmcd,  and  one  has  been  ex 
ecistod.  All  the  remainder  are  either 
unapprehended,  have  been  set  free, 
or  arc  awaiting  trial.

We  are  lost  in  a  maze  of  speculation 
when  we  ponder  over  the  possibilities 
of  the  great  experiment  that  is  now 
proceeding  in  New  York.  However, 
we  advise  readers  of  The  Colonist  not 
to  let  their  hearts  be  troubled  about 
this,  thing.

On  What  Is  This  Royalty 
Payment  B«aad? 

Hy  the  Art  of  1014  it  is  based  on 
the  average  wholesale  selling 
price  of  lumber  during  consecu- 
tive periods  of  live  year.s  each.  It 
is  submitted  that  this  is  an 
illogical  basis  which  establishes 
,  the  prinicple  of  taxing  labor  and 
other  elements  entering  into  the 
cost  of  prixiuction.  The  equity 
of  the  public  in  the  standing 
timber  ceases  when  the  tree  is 
Telled.  The  logical  liasis  of 
royalty  is.  of  course,  stumpage. 
and  the  impost  should  properly 
be  lixeil  on  the  \alue  of  standing 
timber  as  it  accrues  in  the  woods. 

What  Art  the  Objections  to  the 
Present  Royalty  Act?

It  is  generally  admitted  that  the 
return  of  the  McKenna  dutiea  would 
have  a  beneficial  effect  oa  the  auto 
mobile  industry.  There  has  t>een  on 
this  subject  eoosiderable«whlstting  to 
keep  up  courage,  but  at  the  same 
time  the  conviction  has  rein.ilnea 
that  export.3  of  cars  to  Cn-it  Hrilaln 
were  bound  lo  li<  \  ■  '.  ,,.,i  iliron^jii 
the  abolition  of  the  pi .  f .  i  eiu  e.  This 
is  I'lKlial.  and  nothing  iesB  than  a 
miracle  could  have  prevented  it. 
With  the  threatened  leas  of  a  con- 
siderable 'market  In  Australia, 
through  the  building  of  a  large 
plant  there,  and  the  possibility  that 
it  also  may  affect  shipments  to  New 
Zealand,  It  Is  a  relief  to  Uimw  that 
such  exporls  to  Crea*  Urllaln  will 
now  probably  hold  their  own. 

More  Importance,  however,  is  st- 
tached  to  the  new  prefer^tlal  trade 
proposals.    Those  of  special  interest 

to  Canada  ,u-e  the  following: 

Raw  npples:  Duty  of  fis  per  rwt. 
to  be  ievlej  ,.„  itnpoilM  of  foreign 
origin,  with  free  admlaslon  to  Km- 
plre-grown  apples. 

Canned  salmoiv  lobster,  crayfish 
and  crabs:  Duty  of  10s.  per  cwt.  on 
goods  of  foreign  «ountriee,  free  ad- 
mlssibn  of  Empire  goods. 

Honey:  Duty  of  lOs.  per  cwt.  on 
foreign  Imports.  Empire  produce 
free. 

Preserved  fruit,  additional  to  pres- 
ent duty  on  sugar  content:  Duly  of 
ts.  per  cwt.  to  be  impo.sed  on  pre- 
served fruit  not  at  pre..ient  dutiable 
(except  fruit  pulp  for  Jam  manufac- 
ture, which  remains  free;  preeerved 
fruit  from  foreign  couBtrllM  io  to  ad- 
mitted free. 

It  IS  ekpeoted  that  these  changes 
will  have  the  affect  of  greatly  in- 
creaalng  exports  of  '  these  products. 
The  United  States  at  present  ships 
considerable  salmon  to  the  T  nited 
Kingdom.  lint  with  the  propone,! 
preference  this  trade  should  be  iiretty 
well  transferred  to  Canada.  The  ex- 
port of  apptcM  should  be  much  stim- 
ulated, and  the  fruit  canning  Indus- 
try should  also  benefit. 

It  Is  considered  probable  ih.it  the 
incoming  of  Ihes^  now  prer.  i , m  i.il 
propoNal.i  will  have  |}.,  .  f. ,  ,  •  ,.( 
bringing  more  American  branch  in- 
dustrial pl.mls  to  Canada.  Kvery 
such  increase  1ft  the  preference  Is 
bound  to  reduce  exporis  from  the 
T'ntted  Stales  to  both  Great  Kritain 
and  the  British  Dominions,  and  the 
only  possible  way  that  American  ex- 
porters can  make  up  for  this  loss  is 
by  Increii.slnn:  the  number  and  scope 
of  their  br.uich  planta  in  British  Do- 
minions. This,  Of  eourae.  will  h«lp 
Canada. 


The  importance  of  the  market  of 
tho  British  Empire  t>ecomes  more 
ImporUnt  as  the  competition  of 
European  states  becomes  keener,  and 
the  view  is  that  this  is  bound  intake 
place  as  Europe  gets  back  on  her 
feet 


"As  a  trade  field.  Canada  Is  well 
worth  looking  after,"  says  Agri- 
cultural and  Industrial  ProgrsM  in 
Canada,  a  monthly  review  of  acrtrul- 
tural  and  industrial  progress  In  Can- 
ada, published  by  the  Department  of 
Cnlonlxstlon  and  Development  of  the 
Canadian   ^aclrl^  U.illwsy. 

••That  the  I'nlted  Ktates,  ff  it  is  to 
bold  its  own  in  Canadian  trade,  will 
have  tu  look  well  to  It.  Is  disclosed  in 
the  trade  returns  for  the  year  ending 
September  1,  which  gave  the  imports 
from  that  country  during  the  year  as 
approximately  t5.^0.ooo,ooo,  or  $&C.- 
000.000  below  those  for  the  preceding 
period  Kor  example  imports  of  coal 
were  down  $22,000,000,  imports  of 
metal  down  $12,000,000. 

'The  true  slcniflcanee  of  these  re- 
duced tmporis  from  the  United  Htates 
is  to  be  seen  in  the  fact  that  Imports 
from  all  countries,  the  ITnlted  Ftnles 
included,  only  fell  off  to  ihe  extent  of 
$.'iR.nno.ooo.  so  that  almost  the  entire 
decrease  In  inipOTtS  WSS  in  thOS^  from 
the  Kepublir. 

"It  Indlrates  t'hat  the  Canadian 
policy  of  widening  the  range  of  her 
external  trade  through  the  medium 
of  trade  tr«-atleH  {a  luixlnt:  effei  i  H 
is  not  for  nothing  that  half  .-i  do/.en 
such  treaties,  aasuring  more  favore,! 
treatment  for  Canadian  products  have 
been  entered  Into.  These  new  trade 
treaties  introduce  competitive  factors 
into  the  CaiMdian  market.  The  new 
treaty  with  Australia  is  a  saas  in 
point. 

"In  placing  a  trade  Commissioner 
at  Ottawa,  tha  United  States  has  given 
evidence  that  It  folly  appredstes  the 
growing  Importaaee  of  the  trade  of 
Canada.  From-  1015.  until  recently, 
the  United  States  bad  thinga  pretty 
much  their  own  way  In  the  Canadian 
market;  the  situation  today,  however, 
is  different  fJreat  Pritatn  mt  ^nmn 
of  Die  Kuropean  counti  bf 
coming  stnong  competitors,  and  will 

doubtless  bssows  Moro  4m  time 

on."
